On Saturday, September 22, 
KRVM proudly welcomes Maria 
Muldaur & Her Bluesiana Band 
Live From the WOW Hall with 
special guests The Hank Shreve 
Band. This show is a benefit for 
public radio station KRVM. 

Maria Muldaur is known 
worldwide for her 1974 mega- 
hit “Midnight at the Oasis”, 
which received several Grammy 
nominations and enshrined her 
forever in the hearts of Baby 
Boomers everywhere. Yet despite 
her considerable pop music su 


ess, 


her career could best be described 
as a long and adventurous odyssey 
through the various forms of 
American roots music. During the 
folk revival of the early ‘60s, was 
singing early blues, bluegrass and 
Appalachian “old timey” music, 
beginning her recording career 
in 1963 with the Even Dozen Jug 
Band, and shortly thereafter joining 
the very popular Jim Kweskin Jug 
Band — touring and recording with 
them throughout the ‘6os. 

In the 38 years since “Midnight 
at the Oasis”, Maria has recorded 
38 solo albums covering all kinds 
of American roots music, including 
Gospel, R&B, jazz and big band 
(plus several award-winning 
children’s albums), before settling 


comfortably into her favorite 
idiom, the Blues. Often joining 
forces with some of the top names 


in the business, Maria has recorded 
and produced an average of one 
album per year, several of which 
have been nominated for Grammy 
and other awards. 

Maria’s critically acclaimed 2001 
release, Richland Woman Blues, 
was nominated for a Grammy, 
and by the Blues Foundation as 
‘Best Traditional Blues Album of 
the Year’. Her timely 2008 album, 
Yes We Can!, featured songs from 
some of the most socially conscious 
songwriters of the past half 
century: Bob Dylan, Marvin Gaye, 
Allen Toussaint, Garth Brooks and 
others, and featured her “Women’s 
Voices for Peace Choir”, which 
included Bonnie Raitt, Joan Baez, 
Jane Fonda, Odetta, Phoebe Snow, 
Holly Near and others. 

For her 2009 release, Maria 
revisited her original Jug Band 
roots, teaming up with John 
Sebastian, David Grisman and Dan 
Hicks. Maria Muldaur & Her 
Garden of Joy was nominated for 
‘Best Traditional Blues Album of 
the Year’ by the Blues Foundation, 
and garnered Maria her 6th 
Grammy nomination. 

In 2011, detouring from her 
ongoing exploration of vintage blues 


for her latest release, Steady Love, 
Maria returned to her much-beloved 
New Orleans (the place she calls her 
“musical and spiritual home”) to 
record a contemporary electric blues 
album that reflects the kind of music 
she loves to perform live. What she 


calls “Bluesiana Music” is her own 
brand of New Orleans-flavore 
blues, R& B and swamp funk. 

Fifty years into her musica 
career, Maria continues to enjoy 
creative collaborations with some 
of the finest artists in her field, an 
tours regularly worldwide. 

Our WOW Hall live audience 


and radio listeners will also have 


the opportunity to be entertainer 
by The Hank Shreve Band. This 
local blues band is a favorite on 
KRVM’s Breakfast With The 
Blues. This show — featuring 


local bluesman Hank Shreve an 
the New Orleans blues of Maria 
Muldaur — is right in line with 
KRVM’s dedication to The Blues. 
KRVM is #5 nationwide in air time 


devoted to Blues programming. 
Following the very successful 
February, 2010 KRVM live 
broadcast from WOW Hall 
featuring Maria Muldaur and her 
Garden Of Joy Jug Band, the door 
remained open for a followup 
performance by Ms. Muldaur. 
Now the time is right to bring her 


back to feature her newest release, 


broadcasts each year— from the 


Steady Love.

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On Saturday, September 15, the CCPA and KRVM’ s Short 
Strange Trip proudly welcome Keystone Revisited to the WOW 
Hall along with special guests Blue Lotus. 

Keystone Revisited is a band that plays music by Jerry Garcia 
and Merl Saunders. It includes Merl’s son, Tony Saunders, Bill 


Vitt, the drummer on the original Keystone sessions, Michael 
Hinton who played with Merl and members of the Grateful Dead, 
Steve Abrahamson and Wayne Canney. They take their name and 
inspiration from a 1973 album by Jerry and Merl recorded at The 
Keystone in Berkeley, CA. 

Keystone Revisited was bought together because of the huge 
demand from fans to hear more music from the originators of the 
so-called “Jam Band”. When Merl Saunders and Jerry Garcia got 
together it was pure magic. They were in three groups together 
— Merl Saunders and Jerry Garcia, Reconstruction and Legion Of 
Mary — all of which were at the forefront of the jam band era. 

What better way to pay homage to these legendary players 
than by having Bill Vitt, who played with Merl and Jerry, Tony 
Saunders, the son of Merl, who started playing with them when 


he was 18 and continued to play with them both in other projects, 
and Michael Hinton, who played with Merl and Mickey Hart 
in High Noon and in Merl’s Rainforest Band. These three have 
played with so many of the people we love that their chemistry 
on stage is electric. 

Keystone Revisited plays the songs that Merl and Jerry made 
famous including “After Midnight”, “The Night They Drove Ol 
Dixie Down”, “Expressway to Your Heart”, “The Harder They 
Come” and many more. Keystone Revisited has even written and 
recorded a few new songs with the same heart. 

Drummer Bill Vitt actually helped start the scene at the Matrix 
in San Francisco during the 60’s that bought together people who 
wanted to jam. Bill was buddies with John Kahn and as a rhythm 
section they played with everyone. It was at the Matrix that 
Jerry first came to jam. When Merl appeared, they formed the 
Merl Saunders/Jerry Garcia Band with John and Bill. Later Tom 
Fogerty from Creedence joined the group. Bill has also played 
with the Sons Of Champlin, Brewer & Shipley, and Danny Cox. 

Michael Hinton taught himself how to play guitar during the 
Summer of Love in 1967. He joined the Grateful Dead family in 
1981, when he was invited by Mickey Hart to play in High Noon 


with Merl Saunders. Later, Merl called Michael to play on the 
soundtracks for numerous episodes of The Twilight Zone (CBS 
1985-1987). Michael joined Merl Saunders and the Rainforest 
Band in late r991. They spent the rest of that decade together, 
touring the world and recording five albums. 

Hinton has recorded with Jerry Garcia, Bob Weir, Brent 
Mydland, John Cipollina, David Grisman, Roky Erickson and 
Joan Baez. His expressive guitar solos carry on the rich tradition 
of the San Francisco Sound. 

Besides playing with Merl and Jerry, bassist Tony Saunders 


has played with Norton Buffalo, Eric Clapton, Ringo Starr,

The original imagery from 
the project comes from the 
Spiral Jetty in Utah, and was 
shot by Montana based visual/ 
conceptual artist Burke Jam, who 
played a key role in the creative 
development of the DA W N S 
project. 

Each song on the EP will be 
accompanied by a video and 
the artistic concept behind the 
video series is to create a world 
within the story lines, and a 
broader narrative for D A W N 
S than just that of a common 
music video; interweaving plots 


of human struggle and triumph, 
and ultimately realization or 
awakening. 

Evidence and Answers is the 


first video in the series. It was

filmed at joint locations, one being 
Boone’s home that he and his wife 
built in Missoula, Montana. 

A crew of five people began 
filming by traveling 900 miles 
through the night to reach Robert 
Smithson’s Spiral Jetty in Utah 
at sunrise, where the majority of 
the filming took place. Smithson 
built the Spiral Jetty in 1970 at 
low tide, and by the time he had 
finished the nearly 1,500 ft long 
coil of mud, salt crystals, basalt 
rocks, earth and water jutting 
from the shore of the Great Salt 


Lake, the water level returned to 


normal and submerged the jetty 
for the next three decades. 

“With Evidence and Answers, 
the song and the video, there is 
a certain sense of the ‘promised 
land’,” expands Boone. “But not 
as a destination that is seen or 
anticipated, but as it is beginning 
to be realized from within.”

Following the release of two 
more videos, the fourth video in 
the series is for the song “Beam 
of Light”. It will be filmed at the 
Sun Tunnels in Great Desert Basin 
Utah, created by Smithson’s wife, 
Nancy Holt as a tribute to her 
husband after his tragic passing 
in the 70's, following his creation 
of the Spiral Jetty. The tunnels 
line up with the rising and falling 
sun of the summer and winter 
solstices. They are only officially 


‘active’ on these two dates. 
This concept of making a 
beautifully inspirational creative 


work, knowing that it would only 
be visible at times and subject 
to change by the patterns of 
nature, was deeply inspirational 
to Boone. The songwriter felt 
that these places and these works 
could speak to him, teach him, 
and also illuminate the concepts 
found within his own songs. 

The video series is produced, 
filmed and directed by Missoula 
filmmakers Patrick Cook, Brandon 
Woodard and Mat Miller. Burke 
Jam will be collaborating with 
filmmakers Cook, Woodard and 
Miller on the final “Beam of 
Light” video.

THE WHITE BUFFALO 


On Wednesday, September 19, the CCPA and KRVM proudly 
welcome The White Buffalo back to the WOW Hall. 

Jake Smith’s “White Buffalo” conjures a mythic portrait of America. 
A country populated by outlaws, dreamers, drifters and fallen heroes. 
It imagines our small towns before the days of strip malls and chain 
restaurants. With a voice that seems to emanate from some ancient 
source, his dynamic performances range from a whisper to a scream. 
His herd boasts the talents of Matt Lynott on drums and Tommy 
Andrews on bass. Together, they put on a live show that builds and 
propels with a pulsing energy like a freight train shot out of hell! 

The songs of Once Upon a Time in the West, The White Buffalo’s 
Unison Records debut, are rooted in everyday struggles, on both epic 
and personal scales, with elements of blues, country western, folk, and 
classic rock. The influences of storytellers like Bob Dylan, Waylon 
Jennings, Townes Van Zandt, Elliot Smith, Leonard Cohen, Tom Waits 
and Bad Religion shine through. 

“The whole point of songwriting is taking people on an emotional 
journey, like a mini-movie,” says Smith. “Most of my songs capture 


moments in tim aint broader 


pictures. It’s less about the Old West, than the new one I grew up in, 
with some politics and some nostalgic memories of my childhood.” 

Born in Oregon and raised in Southern California, Jake moved to 
the Bay Area to pursue college on an athletic scholarship. The White 
Buffalo’s first full-length album, Hogtied Like a Rodeo, debuted in 
2002, followed by The White Buffalo EP. In a friend’s living room in 
2008, he re-recorded his first album — only this time with more guts 
and less whiskey — dubbing it Hogtied Revisited. Combined, these 
independently released albums have sold over 20,000 units. 

When one of Smith’s songs, “Wrong”, was featured in Chris Malloy’s 
popular surf movie Shelter, it earned him a burgeoning fan base in the 
Southern California surf community. This eventually led to further film 
scoring and composing work, with three of his songs featured in FX’s 
hit show Sons of Anarchy and HBO’s Californication. In 2010, a second 
EP, Prepare for Black and Blue, was recorded in six days. 

“This is the first time I’ve had the luxury of going to the studio every 
day for two-three months,” notes Jake. “If I can do it my own way, 
write my songs, move people and have it be something I’m still proud 
of, Pm up for it.”

Alice in Chains played three headline shows at the WOW Hall 
back in the 1990s. Sickman is a northwest tribute to Alice in Chains. 


Featuring members of We Have Guns, The Koozies, Issa and former 
members of Face of Order, Universal Reversal and Eat The Sun, 
Sickman formed in 2012. 

Since all of the band members are involved in multiple music projects 
and bands, Sickman is more a fun ride with friends through the Alice 
in Chains catalog than some over-the-top costumes-and-shtick type of 
ordeal. The guys in Sickman aren’t taking this too seriously — which is 
not to say they aren’t trying to play the songs well. The band spends 
significant hours of practice working on their ever-growing set, with the 
intention to be able to play every AIC song in their catalog. 

Lead guitarist Issa Koberstein shreds furiously on stage to completely 
mimic the tones and notes of Jerry Cantrell, with the goal to get as close 
to the album sound as possible. Rhythm guitarist Carl Sundberg adds 
another axe to the mix for those multiple layers Jerry Cantrell was 
known for on all of the band’s albums. Jayson Breeton’s thunderous 
punchy bass parts line up perfectly with drummer Dwayne Taylor’s 
rolling heavy groove, rounding out the Sean Kinney and Mike Inez/ 
Mike Starr roles of the band. Between those four guys, their goal is to 
nail that serpentine AIC sound. 

Finally, what Alice In Chains tribute band would be complete 
without those classic, haunting vocals of one of the greatest bands in 
rock history? The twin, multilayered approach of Jerry Cantrell and 
the late Layne Stayley is some of the most recognized, distinct and 
complicated vocals ever put to tape. These are big shoes to fill. But 
classically-trained lead singer Uriah Kaykas-lea channels the spirit of 
Layne with ease and Issa and Jayson round out the Jerry side of the 
vocals with taste and heart. 

Sickman shows are packed with crowds singing all the words to 
almost every song. Sickman are just having fun with this project, but 
even they get chills a few times playing these songs. 

Bloodlust is Scotlin Duncan on bass and vocals, Randy Settles on 
guitar and Minerva Gonzales on drums. 

“We started playing about a year ago, and have been shredding it 
ever since. We are currently and started as a Venom tribute band but 
are fast approaching a transition to original material. Keep an eye out 
for some awesome thrash metal from us in the near future.” 

A second coming from a disaster, Elohim returns with a new lineup 
of George on vocals, guitarists Harley and John, bassist Randy and 
drummer Austin. 

“We come back to shred faces. We are the Elohim and you are too.” 

Thieves are a Ministry tribute band from Eugene composed of 
members of Ninth Moon Black, I Am Ruin, Deosyl and Made Of Skin. 
They are Erin doing vocals and samples, guitarists Derrick, Daniel and 
Chris, bassist Caleb, and drummer Rick. The audience sings along to 
almost every word.

WEST EIGHTH AVENUE COLLABORATIVE 
NEIGHBORHOOD IMPROVEMENT PROJECT 


NEARS COMPLETION

Over a year ago a group of non-profits and 
businesses from the blocks surrounding the W.O.W. 
Hall jointly submitted a grant request to the City 
of Eugene’s Neighborhood Improvement Grant 
Program to improve the safety and ambiance in 
the area between West 7th Alley, West 8th Alley, 
Charnelton Street and Lincoln Street. Called the 
West 8th Avenue Collaborative Neighborhood 
Improvement Project, the lead agencies in creating the 
grant were the Community Center for the Performing 
Arts (CCPA-W.O.W. Hall), Metropolitan Affordable 
Housing Corporation (Metro-Westown), and Food 
for Lane County (the Dining Room). Michelle Smith, 
Liora Sponko and Jon Pincus worked on the grant. 

Additional participants in the program 
included the Downtown Liquor Store, Studio 
West Glassblowing Studio, Diversified Packaging, 
State Farm Insurance on 7th Avenue, Bob Durnell 
Property Management and the Vintage Restaurant. 
The City awarded approximately $13,000 to the 
project, which the CCPA-W.O.W. Hall was chosen to 
administer. Michelle Smith of Metro is the financial 
coordinator and Jon Pincus and Robbie Green, of 
the CCPA Facilities Committee, are coordinating 
physical improvements. 

The project produced several major improvements 

for the neighborhood. These include new hanging 
flower pots along 8th Avenue, new landscaping 
on the south side of 8th Avenue (coordinated by 
Michelle), security lighting in alleys and dark places, 
new photocell controls on the security lighting and 
existing exterior lighting throughout the project area, 
a new steel picket fence to protect a heritage tree, 
fourteen new bike hoops at the W.O.W. Hall, three 
new bike hoops at the Vintage Restaurant and an 
increase in the number of bike rack spaces at Food 
for Lane County’s Dining Room. The new bike rack 
installations on Lincoln Street are installed over a new 
pervious paver system designed to blend in with the 
historic landscape of the parking strip on that side. 
The project has faced a number of challenges due 
to the fact that much of the work was in the public 
right-of-way. Among these was a challenge to the 
survival of two of the three historic big leaf maples 
which shade the W.O.W. Hall. Ultimately the W.0.W. 
Hall spent app. $4000 to hire arborists to diagnose 
and reduce the weight of the trees. They were saved 
from the axe and should shade the Hall for the next 
ten to twelve years while new trees are grown. 
There have also been challenges in obtaining the 
special permits required to make improvements in 
the public right of way and meeting the stringent 
standards required of construction outside of private 
property. The CCPA was additionally required 
to install a new sidewalk on 50% of the Lincoln 
Street property abutment and extensive repair of 
the remaining sidewalk, which cost the organization 
over $3000. The beautiful work by Scott Brown 
Construction and volunteers organized by Robbie 
Green has resulted in a dramatic improvement in 
safety for pedestrians, wheelchair users and bicyclists 
passing the W.O.W. Hall. 

Despite these challenges the project has been 
a great example of neighbors getting together to 
provide volunteer labor and funding to improve 
our shared space. All of the agencies and businesses 
mentioned above contributed funds to make up the 
financial match required for the City’s funding. The

three lead agencies contributed volunteer labor to 
complete the work as well as funds. Robbie Green’s 
volunteer crews deserve a special mention for many 
days of hard physical labor. All of the participating 
property owners assisted the project both financially 
and personally. Each owner of a property receiving 
or adjacent to improvements has signed an agreement 
to maintain those improvements for a minimum of 
five years. City of Eugene staff have worked closely 
with the project to assure its success.

This project is only the beginning of our collaborative 
efforts to improve the neighborhood. This fall new 
big leaf maples will be added to the line of mature trees 
on Lincoln Street by the W.O.W. Hall. Ideas for the 
future include the restoration of the neighborhood’s 
original historic street lamps, display window art 
shows, new signs and additional landscape features 
to make the project area a destination point that will 
substantially contribute to the ongoing revitalization 
of Downtown Eugene.

Black Mountain’s third LP, 
Wilderness Heart, was built on the 
West Coast of America, in part at 
London Bridge Studios in Seattle, 
but predominantly at Sunset 
Sound in Hollywood. L.A. was a 
considerable inspiration. 

“Just being under the influence 
of one’s surroundings, as we were 
while recording in L.A., had a 
tremendous impact on the process 
and the way we play. Consequently, 
the LA sessions have a free and 
summery vibe. The Seattle sessions, 
made in the gray, rainy environs 
that we’re used to up there, have 
a chillier, more claustrophobic 
feeling,” Wells explains. 

The new record is packed with 
succinct rock songs that pulse and 


pound with startling precision. 

“Its our most metal and 
most folk oriented record so 
far,” McBean says. “It’s a Black 
Mountain pop record, which is to 
say it’s nothing like pop at all,” 
adds Wells. 

Future Islands’ romantic synth 
sound scales new heights with On 
the Water, the Baltimore trio’s 
most ambitious and fully realized 
statement yet.
